The SCL was a term which applied to one of several mailing 
lists of the FBI. Individuals on this list, through either their 
position or by request, were mailed a copy of all publications distributed 
to the public by the FBI, as opposed to otlior mailing lists where 
addressees were furnished only specific publications. In 1974, the 
term, SCL, was discontinued. At this ti^, a survey was conducted 
whereby individuals on the SCL were given an opportunity to advise the 
FBI vliich specific publications they desired to continue to receive. 

Upon response, tho names of these individuals were placed into the 
general Bureau liailing List to insure receipt of desired materials. 

Those individuals not responding were eliminated from the computerised 
Bureau Mailing List. Therefore, the names of individuals and publications 
previously included in the SCL for any given period are not retrievable.
